THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from tuber- 
culosis. | 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could pay only 
part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has been 
made up by annual gifts from the public and income from endowment 
funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters of the cost, but 
from fifteen to twenty per cent receive further assistance from the Free 
Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the general maintenance and for 
the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed and legacies are desired to 
strengthen the now enlarged institution. 

The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable types 
of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients of limited means. The full 
capacity is 200 beds. 


2. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of research 
and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the following 
purposes: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a four and six weeks’ post-graduate course covering 
the modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the Sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physicians 
and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. The same building houses the Lawrason Brown 
Memorial Medical Library. 


d. A department for Statistics, and for recording the annual 
reports of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, in the 
village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the private research 
laboratory of Dr. Edward L. Trudeau and is now the headquarters 
of the Trudeau School and of pathological study and research. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Room and 
medical library, which serves the Trudeau School and Fellows as 
well as the village physicians as a lecture room. 
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REPORT OF Tit PRESIDENT 


It Is my privilege again to report that the past year has been a very 
successful one at the Trudeau Sanatorium. 

The study and care of the patients has continued on the very high 
level with which the tradition of the Sanatorium has made us ac- 
customed, and the institution continues to occupy a prominent place 
in the anti-tuberculosis field in this country. 

A very striking confirmation of this was evidenced in a recent meet- 
ing of the American Clinical and Climatological Association which was 
held at Saranac Lake, the meetings being conducted in our new Recrea- 
tion Pavilion. The members of this association are among the leaders 
in American clinical medicine and they were most enthusiastic about 
the Sanatorium in every way. Many who had never visited the Sana- 
torium before were both charmed and deeply impressed by what they 
saw. In this connection, the new Recreation Pavilion provided an 
unusually beautiful setting for their meetings, and I cannot too en- 
thusiastically record the value which this new pavilion has proved to be 
to all the activities of the Sanatorium. It has long been much needed and 
is now consequently doubly appreciated. In its beauty and in its 
facilities for recreation it is a notable success. 

Due to the successful management of Mr. Armstrong, seconded by 
his assistants, the operating expenses of the Sanatorium have been kept 
down to most reasonable figures, and this is largely responsible for the 
fact that the deficit for the year is considerably smaller than was 
anticipated. The very able management of our investments by our 
finance committee has also contributed largely toward this end. 

It is, however, obvious that we need more financial assistance than 
we have been receiving in recent years if we are to keep up the standard 
of our work and at the same time balance our budget. 

The Free Bed Fund last year received an unusually generous con- 
tribution so that we have been able to help more people from this fund 
and extend their stay than in any previous year. The present depres- 
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sion has intensified the demands for this sort of assistance and the need 
of having this fund kept up at a higher figure than previously is 
apparent. One can hardly think of a more worthy object to which 
anyone interested in the cause of tuberculosis might contribute than 
to this Free Bed Fund of the Trudeau Sanatorium. 

Another interesting development has been the proposed afhliation 
with the University of Rochester. This has not yet been achieved but 
progress has been made looking toward close co-operation between the 
University and the Sanatorium. This has been largely due to the able 
efforts of Dr. Gardner who is now Director of the Trudeau Foundation 
and who has done so much to make Saranac Lake and its laboratory 
a scientific center for the study of silicosis. 

I cannot too heartily express the appreciation of the Board of Trustees 
for the devoted and efficient service that the Sanatorium has received 
from all of the members of its medical and executive staffs. 

The Trustees consequently cannot with too great emphasis commend 
the Trudeau Sanatorium as most deserving of the support which its 
many friends have given it in the past and which we earnestly hope 
will be continued in the future.

Fork THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1939 


ANOTHER YEAR of our institution has brought continued progress in 
the treatment of patients and the knowledge of tuberculosis. These 
advances have been made in the face of the prolonged depression. 
They have been due to the steady support of friends and the interest 
and devotion of our staff and Trustees. 

I wish to acknowledge our debt to the Finance Committee who have 
safeguarded our investments through this period of danger and anxiety 
for all institutions. 

During the past year death has removed several faithful friends and 
former patients whose sustained interest and gifts did much to encour- 
age Doctor Trudeau and his successors. Miss Annie B. Jennings and 
Mr. J. Insley Blair were contributors for many years in substantial 
sums. Another death of a regular donor was that of Mrs. Rachel A. 
Friend, who gave a cottage in memory of her father, Mr. Isaac Rosen- 
feld: She also teft $2,000 in her will for the Sanatorium, Miss 
Emeline Cooper and Miss Ruth Collins, patients in the Sanatorium 
forty-five years ago, both died of old age. Miss Collins was the first 
regularly appointed nurse to serve the institution, to whom Dr. Trudeau 
paid tribute in his “Autobiography”. Miss Cooper continued to the 
end her modest donations from a meagre income. 

The death of Mrs. Clarence M. Hyde on November 13 has removed 
‘another generous friend whose interest was both in the humanitarian 
and research objectives of the Sanatorium. 


Finances: The continued uncertainty in business conditions and 
other factors, notably home treatment and the decrease in tuberculosis, 
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served to lower our winter census materially. Every bed was occupied 
during the summer months as in past years. The daily average for the 
year was 190.3 compared with 201.2 the previous year. 

The net deficit was $1,518.69 as compared with $674.93 in 1938. 
It would have been much more but for another generous gift of 
$5,000.00 from the same friend who has twice before made up the loss 
during the depression.

Weekly cost per patient: We have to record a rise in the cost for 
the past year, although a drop in food prices from $.271 per meal in 
1938 to $0.26 in 1939 shows that the rise is attributable to other factors. 
The cost was $25.90 per week as compared with $25.07 for 1938.

Employed Ex-patients: There are usually 50 to 60 ex-patients em- 
ployed in the Sanatorium chiefly in the offices and medical department. 
There were 58 in the past year who earned $35,000.00 in addition to 
maintenance. The Trudeau Foundation expended $37,500.00 for the 
support of 22 former patients, chiefly in the laboratories. 

It may be emphasized that the policy of employing ex-patients has 
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been not only an inestimable aid toward their complete recovery, but 
the way the institution has built up its trained personnel.

It is worth notice that in spite of the depression our buildings have 
been kept in good repair constantly. 


Recreation Pavilion: This admirable and much appreciated addition 
(see frontispiece) to our facilities was finished and furnished at a total 
cost of $25,651.90, toward which $10,385.00 was contributed and 
$15,100. appropriated from the Special Reserve Fund. During the 
summer Dr. Francis B. Trudeau obtained $885.00 in addition to the 
$9,500.00 previously contributed. The interior decoration and fur- 
nishing was directed by Mrs. Trudeau, with general satisfaction. 

Entertainments and medical meetings have been held on several oc- 
casions, notably during the Trudeau School session and the American 
Clinical and Climatological Association convention in October. It 
contains a large auditorium seating 250 persons, a well equipped stage, 
large open fireplace, comfortable chairs and couches and tables for 
games. The large basement contains billiard and card tables. The 
pavilion is in charge of Mrs. Blanchet, hostess, who has proven very 
useful in this as well as other duties. 


Women’s Auxiliary: The activities of the Auxiliary in refurnishing 
and decorating cottages have been most helpful, as has their financial 
assistance in support of the hostess. Mrs. F. B. Trudeau, the treasurer, 
reports the following:

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The comparatively small number of patients who are classified as 
ambulant on admission emphasizes the increased need for more infirmary 
beds. The present treatment is largely bed-rest on admission. 


THE DEPARTMENTS 
The Administration: I am glad to report Mr. Armstrong back in 


charge after some months of poor health. During his absence Mr. 
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Wood and Miss Duggan kept the machinery running smoothly and 
efficiently. 

Medical Staff: Dr. Heise has a good record to report in the medical 
and nursing care of patients. Dr. Robert L. Yeager, Jr. has been ap- 
pointed Second Assistant Resident Physician after a year’s internship 
at Bellevue Hospital following two years on our staff. It is a great 
satisfaction to report the loyal and skilled service of both Dr. Schwartz 
and Dr. Yeager. Dr. Evans and Dr. Scott completed their internships 
and have been succeeded by Dr. H. P. Dinan, Dr. A. G. Robert and 
Dr. P. N. Smith, all of whom are ex-patients now in good health. 

The patients and staff have presented a bronze tablet in memory of 
the late Dr. John H. Steidl, as a mark of their esteem. It is placed on 
the wall of the corridor of the Medical Pavilion. 

Dr. Mary Broadbent has given us diligent and devoted service in the 
clinical laboratory which we find indispensable. 


Visiting and Consulting Staffs: The usual staff meetings held twice 
a week have been faithfully attended and are extremely valuable for 
the advice in the many problems arising in patients. Dr. Eric L. 
Alling of New York has been appointed Consulting Psychiatrist and we 
are much obliged to ‘him for his help. We extend thanks to all others 
who assist the resident staff. 


The Dental Department: Much should be credited to our dentist 
and his wife, Dr. and Mrs. Joseph L. Carr, for their conscientious 
work. Very many patients are found in need of dental treatment. 


The D. Ogden Mills School of Nursing: It is a source of unusual 
satisfaction that Miss Mann and Miss Mundie have made the special 
afhliations with other schools for training in tuberculosis. There were 
38 student nurses given two or three months of such training. Owing 
to the poor response from the older graduates of the school it has become 
difficult to trace them, but most of them are actively nursing. 


The X-Ray Department: Another busy year is indicated by the 
figures: approximately 5,000 examinations were made, half of them for 
the institution, the other half for outside patients. About 3,000 fluoro- 
scopic examinations were also made, and 12,000 films on surveys of 
dusty industries. 
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The plan to have the interns spend three months each in x-ray study 
has been put in force, as the subject is of great importance in diagnosis 
and treatment. Dr. Sampson has the same group of valuable technicians 
who have served for several years; in addition three men are still en- 
gaged in field surveys of dusty industries carried on by the Saranac 


Laboratory. 


The Lawrason Brown Memorial Medical Library: ‘The statistics of 
the Library are impressive, and additions are constantly being made. 
It is indispensable in the pursuit of research in tuberculosis and other 
lung diseases. 

The bust of Dr. Brown has been installed and mounted on a fine 
pedestal donated by Mrs. Brown. The librarian, Miss Marjorie G. 
Smith, is constantly busy in searching the references to literature for 
physicians. 


The Mellon Library: Over 7,000 volumes are now on file, with 
many periodicals. Our librarian has found many interested readers 
among the patients for whom the well stocked library is a boon. Many 
books and periodicals have been contributed by patients, and especially 
by Miss Eleanor Mellon and the late Miss Annie B. Jennings. There 
were altogether 76 donors. Among those who have assisted in the 
library are Miss Dorothy Murray, Miss Eleanor Bolter, Mrs. Russell 
Burger and Mr. Adolph Bergman. To all we extend our thanks. 


Statistical Office: Of the patients who were followed after discharge, 
all but 12 percent have been traced. 


The Chapel: In addition to the regular services by the Roman 
Catholic clergy, the Revs. Fathers Kitts, Nugent, Garnsey, and Shue, 
the Lutheran missionary, Rev. Mr. Sieker, has held a regular Sunday 
morning service. Christmas Eve was celebrated by the Rev. A. B. 
Gurley, Presbyterian pastor and his choir. Recently a musical vesper 
service has been begun by the Rev. Mr. E. B. Mounsey with Mr. 
George D. Bisset, a patient, as organist. Appreciation is expressed 
by all who have attended. 


Entertainment: With the opening of the new pavilion a wider 
variety of entertainments has been possible, both by patients and others. 
Brief mention may be made of the “Information Please”; a mock trial, 
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and a benefit auction for one of the employees; motion pictures by 
Dr: S: Ru A. Shah of Lahore; india; also by Dr: R. E. Beddoe, andelNev: 
H. W. Lyon; a play by the Spanish Club of the Saranac Lake Guild: 
and a lecture by Mrs. William Porterfield of Shanghai, China. The 
annual concert by the Lake Placid Club Orchestra, this year by the 
Rochester Symphony group led by Dr. Paul White, was the prominent 
event as usual. 


The Workshop: Under Miss Alma Pierce’s guidance there was an 
increase in the instruction given last year. Thirteen crafts were taught 
to 263 persons, a goodly number being bed patients. Miss Schiefer 
continues as assistant director with praiseworthy devotion. Miss Nielson 
Knox who has been a skilled instructor left to pursue further studies 
and Mrs. Blanchet, our hostess, herself a trained artist, has given part 
of her time as an instructor. The sales of articles amounted to $377.80, 
twenty-four patients being given the orders and thereby earning some 
needed pin money. Other assistants to be mentioned are Mr. Lawrence, 
Mr. Anthony di Bona, the sculptor, Mr. H. A. Levine, Mr. Arem, 
Mr. W. E.-Edmonston, and Mr. W. R. Grandjean. 


The sustained interest of Mrs. Hare is always warmly appreciated. 


The Saranac Lake Study and Craft Guild: The continued develop- 
ment of this project for adult education has been very gratifying. Fifty 
of our patients have taken various courses during the past year. 

Through Dr. Gardner, Mr. Frank J. Tone has donated an electrically 
heated pottery kiln for the joint use of the Guild and the Sanatorium. 


The Laboratories: The Research and Clinical Laboratory has been 
actively engaged on the growth and variations of the tubercle bacillus. 
The Saranac Laboratory is continuing its investigations of the effects 
of various industrial dusts upon normal and tuberculous subjects. The 
important field work directed by Mr. Cummings is being carried on 
energetically with the co-operation of our X-Ray Laboratory. Ample 
support is assured for the coming year for continued study of the 
dust problem. 


The Trudeau School, 25th Session: The largest attendance in the © 
history of the School enrolled for the 1939 session. There were 30 
physicians, of whom 19 attended also the supplementary course under 
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the auspices of Columbia University at Bellevue Hospital in New York. 
Scholarships to the number of 17 were granted, of which four were 
provided by the National Tuberculosis Association and one each by the 
Pennsylvania Tuberculosis Society, South Carolina Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, and the Visiting Nurse and Tuberculosis Association of Elmira, 
New York. The remaining ten were granted by the School. 


The Fourth Silicosis Symposium at the Saranac Laboratory, June 
19th to 24th, was attended by 105 physicians, engineers and others in- 
terested in the problems of dusts in industry. 


The Trudeau Foundation: I am gratified to report that Dr. Leroy 
U. Gardner has been appointed Director of the Trudeau Foundation 
and Dr. Edward N. Packard, Assistant Director. Our former Assistant 
Director was Dr. Willard B. Soper, who resigned in 1926 to take charge 
of the tuberculosis teaching at Yale Medical School and the Winchester 
Hospital at New Haven, Conn. His untimely death from brain tumor 
occurred October 30, 1939, and removes a loyal friend. We have also 
lost one of the first members of the Advisory Council of the Trudeau 
Foundation, Dr. William H. Park, whose interest in tuberculosis was 
a life-long one. 

Two fellowships were granted, one being devoted to experimental 
lung surgery. A travel fellowship was provided for one of the tuber- 
culous physicians and four third-year medical students were supported 
for two months of study at the Sanatorium. 


Publications: Six contributions were published in 1939, and a mono- 
graph on artificial pneumothorax by a group of Saranac Lake specialists 
will be issued about January ILst.

Mrs. Crarence M. Hype, summer visitor and contributor 


both to the Sanatorium and research laboratories, died
